The military and the police are investigating the death of an Arab 
merchant who was shot on Friday in Hebron in the uproar that followed a 
stoning attack on a car carrying Rabbi Moshe Levinger in the centre of 
town. Another Palestinian was shot and killed on Friday during a clash 


with an IDF patrol in Hebron. 


Four Hebron residents were injured in the disturbances that followed 
. the stoning of Levinger’s car, one of whom fell off a roof while running 


away. 


The town is still under curfew, and journalists have been barred from 
the area. Local merchants yesterday declared three days of mourning, 
including a commercial strike, for their slain colleague, Kayed Salah, ri 


who owned a shoe store. 


Thirty people were wounded by gunfire over the weekend in other 
clashes in the territories with the security forces. A general strike of trade 
and transportation has been called for today in the latest leaflet issued by 
the Unified Leadership of the Uprising. 

The strike was called to protest against the closing of West Bank 
schools and universities until November 15, a step announced Friday by 
the civil administration. A senior defence source said that the schools 
would be kept closed to try to prevent an expected upsurge in violence by 


. Student activists. 


+ The IDF on Friday extended the closure of the Palestine Press Service 
sor an additional year, the Defence Ministry said. The service, run by 
“Raymanga Tawil and Ibrahim Kara’in and closed in March for allegedly 
inciting violence, monitored events in the occupied territories and was a 


key source for foreign reporters. 


The disturbances in Hebron began on Friday when a car carrying 
Levinger, his two sons, a daughter and grand-daughter was attacked. His 
son Menashe, who was behind the wheel, said that as they were driving 
to Jerusalem their way was blocked by Arabs, who threw stones at the 
front and rear windshields. The passengers were lightly injured from 


broken glass. 


Menashe said that when they reached a military roadblock and told the 
soldiers there what had happened, more rocks rained down on the car 


from the roadside and nearby 


rooftops. More troops were called in and 


the soldiers fired rubber bullets and tear gas at the attackers, he said.

Oslo holds

OSLO (Reuter) -- Four Palestinians 
and a Syrian have been arrested in 
Norway on charges of entering the 
country under false pretences, Oslo 
police said yesterday. 

Inspector Tor Skrivarhaug, who 
led the operation, was quoted by the 
daily Aftenposten as saying the po- 
lice suspected that the five men in- 
tended to build a “terrorist cell” 
linked to the PLO. 

The Arabs, said to be in their 
carly 20s, have not been named. 
Police said they were arrested sever- 
al weeks ago. 

“We strongly suspect that they 
were going to build up a cell that 
could have struck at any time,” Skri- 
varhaug told Aftenposten. 

He suggested that the five could 
have been involved in a long-term 
plan to launch an attack during the 
1994 Winter Olympics, which are to 
be held in Lillehammer, north of 
Oslo. 

The five had applied for political 
asylum on arrival in Norway earlier 
this year, Skrivarhaug said. But po- 
lice raided their flats and found 
‘forged identity papers and equip- 
ment to make more. 

No weapons were found, be add- 
< All five are now being held in 
‘jail. : 

- Aftenposten, known for its excel- 
ient police and intelligence contacts, 
quoted unnamed sources as saying 
that the four Palestinians were ac- 
tive members of the Fatah faction of

The ro presidents were expected 
to conunue their talks after lunch. 

In Kinshasa, the Zairean capital 
about 1.100km. southwest of here, 
where Botha’s plane stopped to re- 
fuel, troops opened fire on about 
200 students demonstrating a the 
University of Kinshasa against his 
visit.

Ambassador Moshe Ere} promised 
to inform his government, but he 
also expressed. his surprise at this 
action; Israel had submitted a for- 
mal apology in 1948. . 

Sten Andersson’s demand is sur- 


ish and the Swiss governments had 
requested the German govern- 
- ment's assistance in identifying Jews 
because. they might possible apply 
for asylum. These Jews, the neutral 
states agreed, would, if unknown, 


complicate the already difficult refus 
gee problem in Europe.

gized for the act. 


The murder of Folke Bernadotte 
40 years ago was cruel and has never 
been forgotten. It was not. however, 
the work of Israel's government, but 
rather a dastardly deed by a fanati- 
cal, anti-government terrorist 
group. The “J” in the German pass- 
port, which contributed to the mur- 
der of thousands of potential citi 
zens of the future Jewish state. was a 
direct intervention by Sweden's gov- :

Do I think that a meeting between 
the two leaders can take place: Yes, 
it’s conceivable.

communist world is that some of 
these states lean toward what in Eu- 


rope in the medieval period was 
considered feudal rule. Romania 
bas a personal monarchy.

Po- 
land has a Bonapartist type of dicta- 
torship or semi-dictatorship. So the 
forms that are emerging in the com- 
munist world are very strange and 
very unexpected. As for Kim Il Sung 
— he recognizes that it cannot have 
any general appeal; he is making it 2 
personal system.

A: Yes. This particular form of per- 
sonal mule, some form of personal 
rule, will be attempted, but the fact 
is that all other communist coun- 
tries, with the exception of Roma- 
nia, have had to move toward more 
legalized systems, more constitu- 
tional systems; and sooner or later 
this has to happen in Korea too. 
And the enormous disparity in the 
economic achievements of North

Q: Are you optimistic about the fature of 
South Korea’s democratization process? 


A: Koreans, in my observation. are 
a passionate people, in whom the 
tendency for compromise is not the 
most outstanding quality. More- 
over, there is Confucian tradition 
that has a high regard for hierarchy. 
The leaders of every Korean organi- 
zation, even of the radical organiza- 
tions, are very hierarchical, which 
makes compromise very difficult. 
On the other hand, I've been im- 
pressed by developments in the last 
year. The middle class that has been 
created by the economic-develop- 
ment process has produced a greater 
democratization than one would 
have thought was possible. And 
where, say, 15 years ago, there was 
a strong polarization, now what 
seems to be happening is that when 
the balance goes too far toward one 
side, the middle class resists it. So 
Pm fairly optimistic about the de- 
mocratization .

Q: The rapid economic growth of Asian 
Newly Industrialized Countries (NICs) 
has elicited stronger trade pressures from ~ 
Industrialized nations. For instance, the 
U.S. wants South Korea to open its mar- 
kets farther and to let the won appreciate 
against the dollar. In turn, there are 
growing fears of protectionism in U.S. 
trade policy itself. How do you view these 
developments in international trade 
relations? 


A: I believe two things: One, there 
is definitely a growth of protection~ 
ism in the United States. And inter- 
estingly enough, it is stronger in the 
Democratic Party, which used to be 
the free-trade party, than in the Re- 
publican Party, which used to be the 
protectionist party. And if there is a 
recession in the United States, this 
protectionism will increase. So it is 
important for Korea and the United 
States to avoid getting into the same 
Position as Japan and the United 
States did with endless controversy 
over individual items, and it would 
be desirable to have a comprehen- 
sive negotiation in which Korea and 
the United States agree what level 
of trade deficit is tolerable for the 
United States, and that then Korea, 
within its own structure, apportions 
that deficit. Because if we negotiate 
industry by industry with Korea, it 
will be an endless process, which 
would aggravate all tensions. 

Secondly, I believe — and this is a 
minority view — that it is likely that 
within 10 years, there will be trade 
in blocs in the world: in Europe we 
already have it; also in the U.S. and 
Canada, which maybe Mexico will 
join; and in East Asia led by Japan. 
Then Korea will have to decide 
which trading bloc it wants to join, 
with which it wants to have special 
relations. That is a problem for the 
21st century.

1 think 
the Soviets are in a potentially 
strong position because of their pro 
pinguity. They are neighbours. 

With respect to Central America, 
and the Palestinians. the idea of 
breakthrough implies that the goul is 
a magic day on which you can say 
now we have solved the problem. 1 
don’t think that will happen. OF 
course, Central America and the 
Middle East are different. In Cen- 
tral America. the fundamental issue 
is whether the Sundinistas ure will- 
ing to have a more democratic gov- 
ernment, whether they are willing to 
teduce their armed forces, and even 
more whether they are willing τὸ get 
rid of foreign communist advisers on 
whom their system depends. 

In the Middle East. 1 believe if 
you attempt to achieve ἃ total solu- 
tion, it must fail, because as of this 
differences are too 


example. the biggest problem on the 
West Bank is to get agreement in 
principle from Israel to withdraw 
from some Arab territones even if 
not all. If one could get some self- 
goveming structure into Guza and 
parts of the West Bank governed by 
local Arabs, supported perhaps by 
Jordan, Egypt ind Saudi Arabia. 
and if shat group could then cucxist 
with Israel in a concrete manner for 
say five-seven years. At the end of 
that period, one could consider the 
role of other organizations. This ἱ 
believe is possible. and after the 
American and Israeli elections that 
should be attempted. 
It is true, there have emerged xev- 
eral democratic governments. For 
some we are responsible: for others. 
I believe that we owe to our friends 
in Latin America not to take credit 
for their own efforts, The United 
States had next to nothing to do with 
. the emergence of the democracy in 
Argentina and Brazil. We wel- 
comed it; but we did not do it. And 
the same is. true in Mexico. And I 
say it only out of deference to our 
+friends in Latin America, that when 
they free their own countries from 
;totalitarianism, we should give them 
‘credit. The American government 
.welcomed it and supported it, and 
our obligation is. and 1 hope our 
{policy will be, to encourage these 
governments after they have 
emerged. However, it seems to be a 
trend in the world, and I think it’s a 


good trend. 


Q: Could rsu 27, forts 2. .: 
ble changes in Northeast Asia after 
Olympics? 


A: Weil, one possible solution is 
that the United States and Japan 
recognize North Korea, and China 
and the Soviet Union recognize 
South Korea, Then there could be 
two Korean states for a while, both 
in the United Nations. That is the 
German solution. Another possible 
solution is that the two Korean 
states negotiate their political issues 
with each other and that China, the 
United States and the two Koreas 
discuss the military issues. These are 
things that could conceivably hap- 
pen after the Olympic Games. 


Q: Do you feel, in general, optimistic or 
pessimistic

A: I think there will be a balance of 
power in Northeast Asia between 
China, the Soviet Union, Japan and 
the United States, and with Korea 
being one of the components. Ail 
these countries have an interest in 
keeping the situation as calm as pos- 
sible because nobody can gain any- 
thing except by attacking the home 
terntory of the other. There are no 
territones like Europe that are a 
buffer between the two in which it is 
possible to imagine transformation;

AS THE BUSES thunder down Je- 
tusalem’s King George Street on 
Tuesday. the passengers will be 
treated to a sight thal may startle 
some of them. Wearing their festive 
garb. Jews from abroad will be leav- 
ing the Great Synagogue. where 
they have recited the prayers for the 
additional day of the festival, ob- 
served by Jews in the Diaspora. But 
according to the rabbis, such obser- 
vance is more problematic than it 
might appear at first sight. 

In fact, it is not so extraordinary 
that observant Jews from abroad 
should want to celebrate the holiday 
in their tradition, but that so few of 
them actually do'so. With thousands 
of young people visiting the country 
for various programmes and 
courses. on their own or as a part of 
a group, there are only a few hun- 
dred who actually attend such 
services. 

This is especially evident on Sim- 
hat Tora. the day on which the an- 
‘tiual cycle of the reading of the Tora 
ends and begins again. Jews in Israel 
celebrate the holiday today, togeth- 
er with Shoiini Averet, when the 
petition for rain is recited. In the 
Diaspora. Shmini Atzeret is ob- 
served tomorrow, and Simhat Tora 
is on Tuesday. 


Indeed, in a letter to The Jerusa-° 


lem Post, a tourist once complained 
bitterly that in all the hotels along 
the Tel Aviv beach, he was unable 
to find even one that had services 
for the additional day. The hoteliers 
say that they would be happy to 
provide such services if there were a 
demand, but their guests are not 
interested. 

In Jerusalem, on the other hand, 
several hotels cater to an observant 
clientele. Rabbi Yosef Lishner of 
the Ramada Rennaissance said that 

_ 35 to 40 per cent of the guests ob- 
serve the additional day. 

There are usually about 100 peo- 
ple attending special holiday ser- 


vices, which were usually led by one - 


of the guests who volunteered to do 
580 


“We would be happy to provide 
them with a hazan, but they enjoy 
doing it.” he said. He added that the 
guests also enjoyed the special holi- 
day atmosphere in which waiters 
knew not to ask them to sign bills, 
for example. 

Lishner said that the guests did 
not ask him what to do, but if they 
did so. he would tell them that one 
should follow the custom of the 
country in which one finds oneself. 
That is, a Jew from abroad should 
observe only oné day in Israel, while 
an Israeli should observe two days 
when travelling abroad. 

The practice arose because Jews 
in the Diaspora were uncertain of 
the day on which the Sanhedrin pro- 
claimed the new moon, which ac- 


cording to the tractate of Rosh Ha- 
shana in the Babylonian Talmud, 
was done on the basis of questioning 
witnesses who had seen the new 
moon. By the time the Sages had set 
the calendar through the use of as- 
tronomical calculations, the custom 
had achieved the status of a sancti- 
fied tradition, 

(A remnant of this custom in the 
Land of Israel may be found in the 
celebration of a second day of Rosh 
Hashana, the only festival that actu- 
ally begins at the beginning of the 
month.) 

_When observant Diaspora Jews 
visit Israel, they usually continue to 
Observe the second day, unless they 
intend to settle in the country or to 
remain for the full cycle of the three 
festivals — Pessah, Shavuot and Suc- 
cot. Jews from Israel who are 
abroad, but who intend to return, 
observe one day. 

The question, of course, lies in 
how one interprets the concept of 
intention. A Jerusalem-borm British 
Jew would shock his fellow congre- 
gants in Golders Green by going

A nurse from Britain, working in 
a Jerusalem hospital-on a six-month 
contract, normally does her shift on 
Shabbat and other holy days, when 
the hospital has non-Jews who carry 
out ail the tasks that Jews are pro- 
hibited from doing, but she took off 
on the additional day, when there 
was no such arrangement. When rel- 
atives in Israel told her she was 
wrong to do so, she went to Rabbi 
Ovadya Yosef, the former Sephardi 
chief rabbi and one of the great lu- 
minaries of the ultra-Orthodox 
world. 


He nuled that if she was not mar- 
ried, she should indeed observe only 
one day. There was always a chance, 
he told her. that she would meet a 
suitable young man, marry him and 
settle down in Israel. : 


Diaspora’ 
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According to Rabbi Yehuda Ami- 
tal, the head of the Har Etzion 
hesder yeshiva in Alon Shvut (and 
head of the Meimad list for the 
Knesset), this is what he tells his 
students from abroad: If they are 
unmarried, they should not observe 
the additional day. ἡ . 

There was no divergence between 
“Zionist” and “non-Zionist™ rabbis 
over this, he said. It was a matter of 
pure halacha. 

In fact, he told The Post, some 
200 years ago the rabbis of Eretz 
Yisrael had actually forbidden bach- 
élors from the Diaspora to observe 
the second day of the holiday. To- 
day it is more flexible, he said. . 

Amital added that Rabbi Aharon 
Lichtenstein, who heads the yeshiva 
with him, has a slightly different 
view, which follows the opinion of 
Lichtenstein's father-in-law, Rabbi 
Joseph Soloveitchik.: According to 
this view, bachelors from abroad 
should not recite the holiday prayers 
but should akstain from certain 
types of work prohibited on a holy 
day.

A high-profile campaign on behalf 
of refuseniks begins in Britain 


“REFUSENIK” is a Soviet Jewry 
campaign like none before. It is the 
brainchild of two 26-year-old former 
advertising professionals, and aims 
to take the plight of Soviet Jews 
beyond the Jewish community and 
into the national arena, via press 
advertising, cinema commercials 
and political lobbying. 

The initial fruits of its activity 
were evident,in a recent issue of the

The pitfalls of October 


NEW YORK (AP) — As even the most casual follower of finance knows, 
October has been witness to a disproportionate number of disasters in the 
stock market. ; 
For starters, there was the Great Crash in 1929. Back-to-back sellofis in 
the late 1970s came to be known as the “October massacres.” 

And then there was October 1987, when stocks endured a collapse that 
culminated in a record 22.6% drop in the Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials on Black Monday, Oct. 19. : 

‘This year, the market begins the month still bearing a lot of scars from that, 
rout. Trading volume, and morale, have both been running low lately on 
Wall Street. 

‘ And with all the attention the first anniversary of Black Monday is certain 
to get, it is almost a foregone conclusion that stocks are going to be tough 
merchandise to move for the next several weeks. 

Just why October should hold so many pitfalls for the market is not 
known.
